London, Aug. l.'l — Frenchmen have been 
hired in the places of the striking stokers 
and firemen of the London and Chatham 
mail packets.

I rani a Unionist Standpoint. 

London, Aug. 1.'). — The Manchester Ex- 
aminer, one of tin; most prominent and in- 
fluential Unionist journals in the kingdom, 
prints a scathing article in its columns on 

the black prospect before the party, and 
roundly denounces those who are respon- 
sible for it. In its review of the business 
of the parliamentary session, the paper un- 
mercifully scores the government for the 
failure of the laud purchase, tithes and 
other important hills in the house. As a di- 
rect result, it charges the cowardice of the 
ministry, and declares that it sees no hope 
of improvement tinder tlie existing admin- 
istration. The House, it thinks, will 
probably meet in December and adjourn 
for a month, after which it will 
doubtless dawdle along, as it has been do- 
ing, in obedience to the efforts of the gov- 
ernment lo retain office. Meanwhile the 
leaders, many of them already discredited 
by their constituents, will not bo ashamed 



to draw the princely salaries they do not 
earn. Mr. Balfour, the Examiner believes, 
is tho real leader of tho government. In 
conclusion, the paper declines that Tory 
jealousy alone has prevented Lord Hartiug- 
ton from interfering to save tho prestige of 
tho government. 

The (Silver Standard. 

London, Aug. 13.— The Times, in a long 
leader on the American silver bill, expresses 
the belief that tho United States will even- 
tually adopt the silver standard. 

Socialistic Discontent. 

London, Aug. 13.— Great discontent pre- 
vails in the ranks of tho German socialists 
owing to tho restrictions placed upon tho 
socialist press by the loader Herrln Rebel, 
and Singer Rebel has threatened tho re- 
monstrants with all sorts of disciplinary 
measures; but in spite of his threats it is 
plain that serious mutiny is brewing in the 
ranks which will ultimately split tho party. 

Opposition lo Church Tithes. 

London, Aug. 13. — The exaction of 
tithes for tho support of the established 
church continues to excite much opposition 
in Wales, and at a sale under distraint in 
Montgomeryshire a few days ago, the cliiof 
constable was struck and the auctioneer re- 
peatedly kicked by a mob. The sale, how- 
ever, was persisted in, and the amount dis- 
trained. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



The Slrlke Splrll Spreading. 

PlTTSBtJRG, Aug. 12.— The strike for nine 
hour's work and ten hour's pay began yes- 
terday by machinists and skilled mechanics, 
is resulting favourably for them, several 
firms having granted tlie demand. The 
prospects arc that they will have won the 
tight and all be at work again in a few days. 
At the same time the strike spirit is spread- 
ing and several hundred men will come out 
to-morrow. The moulders, about 10,000 in 
number, are also preparing to make similar 
demands of their employers. It is said that 
tlie Wcstinghouse Klec. Co. will try to fill 
the strikers' places with new men. 

The Beady Jicvolver. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.— Dr. Edward P. Saw- 
yer, one of the oldost and best known 
physicians in this city, was shot and pro- 
bably fatally wounded at 12 o'clock this 
noon. His assailant was J. Fancher, a 
travelling correspondent of tlie Chicago 
Horseman. It is said that Mrs. Fancher 
this morning confessed to tier husband, who 
had just returned from a trip on tlie road, 
that she had sustained illicit relations with 
the physician for three years. Fancher 
went tO,the doctor's residence, where, during 
a quarrel, Fancher was knocked down by a 
chair in tlie hands of the doctor. Fancher 
then drew <t pistol and shot the doctor 
through the neck, Fancher is under arrest 

Pcrseentlou or Mrs; Hneliay. 

Nkw York, Aug. 12.— Edmund Yates, in 
his cable to the Tribune, says: The cowardly 
persecutions of Mrs. Muckay continue, and 
only a few days ago a fresh butch of type 
written libels were sent broadcast to nearly 
all her friends and acquaintances. The de- 
tectives and experts employed by her solic- 
itors have been successful in their efforts to 
get a trace of the offenders, and a clue has 
at last been obtained. If the suspicion is 
confirmed, a criminal libel ease of extra- 
ordinary interest may be expected. 

Million-Dollar* KeoJ Estate Transfer. 
Ni-.w York, Aug. 12. —Cyrus W. Field 
has sold to Charles Henry Butler, 7<Jl) acres 
of his magnificent Ardsley Park, at Dobbs' 
Kerry, N. Y. The consideration is said to 
be in the neighborhood of if 1 ,()00,0U0. 

Grand Army Parade. 

BOSTON, Aug. 12.— The Grand Army par- 
Ude to-day was five hours and forty-five 
minutes in passing a given point, and was in 
every way a grand success. The utmost 
enthusiasm was shown by the spectators, 
who alone numbered thousands. 

The K. Y. Central Slrlke. 

Nkw Vokk, Aug. 12. — There are no now 
developments to-night concerning the New 
York Central strike. The company seems 
to he gradually gaining ground, and the 
movement of freight seems to be gradually 
resuming its normal condition. Grand 
Master Workman Powderly was in Buffalo 
to-night on his way to attend the meeting 
of the executive board of the K. of L. to- 
morrow. This meeting was arranged some 
time ago, anil Powderly says the subject of 
the strike will probably not be considered. 

A K. <>r I.. Editorial. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 12. — This week's 
Journal of the Knights of Labor, contains 
an editorial on the X. Y. Central strike 
accusing Vice-president Webb of having 
systematically provoked the strike by his 
overbearing, haughty nnd arbitrary treat- 
ment of the employes. The editorial be- 
lieves Webb's first effort is to destroy tho 
Knights of Labor us an organization, after 
which he will direct his attention to the 
Engineers' and Firemen's Brotherhood. The 

immediate cause of the strike was evidently 
carefully planned by the discharge of the 
men \vho were in any way prominent in tlie 
ranks of the Knights of Labor, regardless of 
their competency or faithfulness to their 
duties as employes. Vice-president Webb 
invariably refused a hearing to committees 

of employes which called upon him, and left 
no other resource but a strike open to tlie 
men. The .Journal says Webb will have no 
regard for tho life or limbs of the travelling 
public, and in carrying out his own plans 
will not hesitate to place tho trains and 
switches in the hands of incompetent men. 
The article concludes us follows; "That 
the cause of the men in just we know ; but 
we also know that the fact of its justice 
does not insure its success. That true wis- 
dom would counsel other organized bodies 
employed on the roud to make common 
cause with the men engaged in the struggle 
for right to organize is true, but unfortu- 
nately this true wisdom has been so often 
lacking iu the past that we cannot with 
any certainty count upon its presonce now."

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MAGISTRATE'S COURT. 

Before Ilia Honor Ell Harrison, Stipendiary 
Magistrate. 

(Nanaimo Free Press). 
The Magistrates Court opened m the 
now Court House at ono o'clock Monday, 
when charges wore preferred against 
Joseph Carter and four others by J. B. 
Hugo aa follows : — 

On the 4th duy of August instant, at 
Wellington in British Columbia, aforesaid 
wrongly and without lawful authority 
with a view to compel Jouopli B. Hugo, a 
workman working for the firm of R. 
Dunsmuir & Son's,colliory owners in their 
colliory at Wellington aforesaid to abstain 
from working in the said colliery, ho the 
said Joseph B. Hugo, having a lawful 
right to work in such colliory, did persis- 
tently follow tlio said Joseph B. Hugo 
about from place to place and followed 
him in a disorderly manner in and through 
the roads and streets in Wellington afore- 
said connecting with No. o shaft in the 
said colliery. Amended by adding : Did 
beset and watch the place where Joseph 
Ii. Hugo works : To wit, the No. 5 
shaft of the Wellington colliery situate in 
the country aforesaid (not attending at or 
near or approaching said No. 5 shaft in 
order merely to obtain or communicate 
information) wrongfully and without law- 
ful authority with u view to compel the 
said Joseph B. Hugo to abstain from 
working in the Wellington collieries afore- 
Said which he has a lawful right to do. 

Mr. C. E Pauley, Q. C, appeared for 
the complainant, and Mr. Campbell, of 
Vancouver, for the defendants, 

Mr. Campbell asked for an adjourn- 
ment till 1 p. m. on Friday next, as Mr. 
A. N. Richards, Q. C. , who had been re- 
tained by the defendants, could not appear 
before that time. 

Mr. Pooley made no objection. 
His Honor then explained the law in 
regard to intimidation and unlawful as- 
semblies, explaining that the formation of 
n Union or combination to prevent others 
from doing what they had a legal right to 
do, would amount to the more serious 
charge of conspiracy and unlawful assem 
blage. He quoted at length from Severn 
well known cases in regard to the meet 
ings in Trafalgar Square and other parts 
of London, the decisions in that case be- 
ing that the highways and squares were 
for public traffic and not for holding meet- 
ings. His Honor explained that he was 
not in the least referring to the present 
charges, but alluding to the law in gener- 
al terms. He was not yet aware whether 
an offense had been committed or not, nor 
would he know till the evidence was ad- 
duced. His only wish was to explain the 
law as as ho understood it, so that each 
party might know their respective right 
to say under the law who they should em- 
ploy and those whom they employed had 
a legal right to accept and do that work 
without let or hindrance from any other 
person or body of persons, even as the 
employes were at liberty to leave when 
they pleased without any person hindering 
them. 

Mr. Pooley said Dunsmuir & Sons de- 
sired to be lenient in this matter, as indi- 
cated by tho fact thtit only the minor 
charge had been laid against these men. 
Had they been inclined to be vindictive, 
tho more serious charge could have been 
prepared. The unlawful meetings in Na- 
naimo, the processions, tho hanging of a 
miner in effigy, and other intimidation as 
a body of men could have been made, and 
with, in his opinion, ample proof to sus- 
tain them. But the Dunsniuirs had been 
exceedingly lenient, and only want to have 
tho law fully explained to these men, so 
that if they persisted in their unlawful 
acts, they would clearly know and be 
prepared for the consequences. 

His Honor then further explained that 
under certain circumstances if a number 
of men joined or banded together for a 
purpose and one man only exceeded the 
law, the others were made almost equally 
guilty with the principal offender. He 
then quoted the case when a baker dis- 
charged a number of her hands because 
thev were seen talking to the Secretary of 
a Labor Association, and also where cer- 
tain colliers had gone about with a horse 
and cart begging. Ho also drew attention 
to tho law which provided for tho regis- 
tration and recognition of Trade Associa- 
tions and the legal status they had, but 
even that gave them no right to intimid- 
ate or molest those who desire to go to 
work, tie alluded to the fact of men 
banding together for a certain purpose, as 
in the case of the Onderdonk men, to give 
tho Chinamen a thrashing, but some hot 
heads turned in and burned down the 
houses, and murdered several Chinamen. 
Had they not left the country they would 
have all been punished for the more seri- 
ous offence. 

His Honor said ho would adjourn tho 
cases until Friday, and if he wus not 
there Mr. Planta or some other Magis- 
trate could hear it. 

Mr. Pooley said ho would .agree to any 
other day «o that His Honor could pre- 
side, for it was highly important, that a 
lawyer should try a case of this compli- 
cated nature. 

On referring to tho time of holding 
County Court, His Honor found he could 
hold the Court next Friday, and adjourn- 
ed till that day at 1 p. m. 



THE WELLINGTON STRIKE. 

To tiik Bditok, — The 3triko of tho 
minors at Wellington soeins to have origin- 
ed chiefly in tho demand of the leaders of 
the organization to compel tho owners of 
tho mine to acknowledge the union, or in 
other words to put thoinsolves and their 
property under the control of tho leaders 
of tho strikers, most of whom are not 
British subjects. Far, vory far, be it 
from mu to ussert that tho relationship 
between omployor and employee is ex- 
actly what it should bo, but to acknow- 
ledge tho union means that tho owners 
of tho colliory shall employ only union 
men, and no othors, unless with tho 
union's consent, ao tlio union would vir- 
tually be master. Those forming tho pit 
committee would, therefore, bo union 
mon, and do in the end according to the 
dictates of tho union. The next step will 
bo tho regulation of wages, and a scale has 
already been decided upon but not 
y r et promulgated. If this bo not agreed 
to, there will be another strike of course. 
If agreed to, it will last for a time and 
only bo the prelude for larger demands 
and so forth, because it is a well-known 
doctrine of tho socialists, that a full 
share of the profits belongs to the miners. 
If tho owners say " thoy cannot afford to 
pay the additional wages," the union will 
demand that the account books of the 
colliery should be inspected by them to 
find out whether the owners' assertion be 
correct or not— in fact, they will demand 
that, the rate of wages bo in proportion 
to the profits made, which moans, that 
the mines should virtually belong to the 
union. If the mine did not pay, of 
course the union would not bear any por- 
tion of the loss. 

Tho owners should virtually be ar- 
raigned before a socialist court and their 
fate decided by socialist union jurors. 

It is evident then, that this strike, if 
yielded to would only be the prelvde to 
other strikes, not to cease until the 
mines should be controlled by tho union. 
It is all very well to say that thus far 
the union has not been exorbitant in its 
demands upon the Vancouver Co., but 
w hat would be the case wore the Welling- 
ton Co. to come under the union also ? 
Why, simply that the union would have 
it all its own way, and do just as it 
pleased. The refusal of the Wellington 
Co. to acknowledge tho union, makes the 
union chary of making fresh demands on 
the Vancouver Co. Ordinary people tire 
not surprised that the owners of the 
Wellingtoh mines should not desire to 
have their property dominated by tho 
union. 

The history of other strikes, including 
those of Belgium, plainly shows that they 
cause quarrels, more or less anarchy, rob- 
bery and destruction of life. Such being 
the case, it is not surprising that the civil 
forces at Nanaimo should be supplement- 
ed by the militia. An ounce of preven- 
tion is better than a pound of cure. It is 
all vory well to say Nanaimo is at peace 
now ; but would she have been so, had 
these precautionary steps not been taken/ 
Would not'the insulting processions be 
still going on and would not tlio non- 
union miners, at work in tho mines, bo 
bo still subjected to those insults 
heaped designedly upon them pre- 
viously '. Affairs of mankind grow 
when left alone. Indeed it would 
seem that the chief reason that there has 
not been any violent collision between 
the two parties is tho fact that tho 
workers are in a great minority, their 
number being very small compared with 
tho strikers. Human nature is human 
nature, and is not prone to submit to in- 
sult, butprudenco is sometimes the better 
part of valor. Suppose a largo number 
of non-union miners were to land at 
Nanaimo, what would happen then if the 
militia were not there Would law and 
order bo preserved I Would that this 
unnecessary and injurious striko wore at 
an end, and all were friendly once more. 
If it goes on longer, it is quite possible 
that tho Wellington mines may pass into 
the hands of absentee proprietors, like 
that of the Vancouver Company would 
this be of so much benefit to British Co- 
lumbia? Z.

FINANCIAL AM) COMMERCIAL. 

There is an ample supply of money, 
for which there is a good demand. Busi- 
ness payments are not to be complained 
of and most of the money is wanted for 
purposes of genuine investment. Muney 
rules from 7 to 10, the former for gilt- 
talced paper. The Bank of British Col- 
umbia recently declared its ordinary di- 
vidend with a bonus of one per cent. 
Canadian stocks are as a rule linn on the 
.English market. 

In meats there is no change to note in 
prices. The hot weather has had the ef- 
fect of diminishing the demand, which 
there is every confidence will soon bo 
made up. On the whole, the home mar- 
ket may, under the circumstances, be de- 
scribed as active. The ranchers of the 
district in the neighborhood of Calgary- 
are said to be looking with considerable 
confidence to British Columbia as 
a market for their beeves, the 
rates of transport thence being 
as low as from the Dalles. It is not 
believed, howevev, that this will 
much affect prices, the general demand 
being so large. At present most of the 
north- west cattle which do not reach the 
British market are disp of at Winni- 
peg, Toronto, Ottawa .. .d Montreal. 
To Montreal they have to be carried 
about 2,400 miles, while the distance to 
Victoria is barely (iOO, the latter thus 
having an immense advantage in freights, 
provided the business becomes of any 
very extensive magnitude. Besides, the 
transit to the city on the St. Lawrence 
not unfrequently involves much suffering 
to the stock, and consequent deteriora- 
tion in quality. Lt is worthy of remark 
that nearly all the ranches are owned by- 
large companies, their managers being in- 
structed to demand from $45 to per 
head for their cattle. Experience has 
shown that latterly this policy has been 
an unprofitable one. Many persons 
having refused to purchase on spot have 
secured the same cattlo in Montreal at 
from 823 to $24. This experience has 
it is thought served tu induce the cattle 
men to look more favorably in this direc- 
tion, and, should they make a break, 
the British Columbians will not be slow 
to take advantage of the opportunity. 
As for the provincial supply of cattle, 
one authority on the subject said to the 
writer: "There are plenty of carcases 
in British Columbia if our farmers will 
only till thorn out. We are quite as well 
1 situated in this respect as are the farmers 
in Oregon ; but they handle their cattle 
properly and, in consequence, are able to 
supply us." 

Large supplies of staple hardware are 
being dealt in ; steell, both bar and tin- 
ished, being in demand. Quantities of 
machinery, implements and iron are 
being sent forward to the "coal pros- 
pects" in the north, the anticipation 
being that if the expectations of their 
promoters are realized there will be a 
heavy demand from that district. 

The supplies of fish are in no way- 
large, being not nearly as great 
08 was anticipated. Spring salmon 
are worth L2\ c. and Bockeyes 
LOc, halibut bringing 10e. Stur- 
geon and cod sell at three pounds for 
25c, and kippered salmon 15c. Crabs 
are sold at 10c. to 25c, according to size. 
The demand for all descriptions has been 
good. 

The market for grain and provisions is 
but fair, it now being, as it were, "be- 
tween seasons.'' New wheat is expected 
from Chilliwhack on Thursday, and oats 
from VVcsthum Island in a few days. 
Flour and grain are firm. Old oats real- 
ize $45 and new $30 and $35. Kayo 
beans $5.75. Baled hay has dropped to 
$18 and $20. Other feed is unchanged. 
Hams, bacon and cheese have latterly ex- 
perienced a good sale, and shoulders are 
rather scarce. 

The dry goods business is quiet, the 
demand at wholesale for seasonable goods 
being only of a band to mouth character, 
just, for sorting up. Prices of woollen 
and cotton staples are steady. Payments 
are better than had been anticipated. 
The local trade at retail is satisfactory. 

Tb" hot weather has had the ell'ect of 
directing people's attention to the ad- 
visability of resorting, as- much as pos- 
sible, to a fruit diet. Despite this and the 
Great Eastern demand Which has stif- 
fened the San Francisco and other mar- 
kets' prices, although they have advanced, 
can not bo spoken of as being out of the 
way. Tho Pacific States'fapple crop will 
bo a light one, and will not figure in 
eastern shipments. Bears have been 
abundant at the south, and the Victoria 
market has been, and is, well supplied. 
There is a large shipping demand in Cali- 
fornia for table grapes, while 
wine gropes are in good re- 
quest, l'lunis continue plentiful, 
melons, pineapples and bananas being 



sufficiently plentiful in their places of 
production as to prevent dearness. 

The demand for groceries is always of 
considerable volume, and to keep up with 
it retail) merchants have to be constantly 
buying ; but there is nothing to note, save 
that distributing prices continue upon 
tho whole in thor former ranges, retailers 
meeting their engagements very fairly. 

The live stock shipment from the port 
of Montreal for duly amounted to 17,33!) 
head of cattle and 18,243 sheep, con- 
siderably in excess of any previous 
month. 

According to Sanders it Co., of Lon- 
don, the steel rail market is steady at the 
recent advance, quotations being £'5 10s. 
per ton, e. f. and i., steam Montreal, for 
ordinary sections, 5(i lbs and heavier. 

Trading in hops in New York has been 
on a very moderate scale, and the usual 
quiet prevails. Cable advices from 
Europe were unimportant, having been 
practically the same as for several days 
previous. Regarding contracts for now 
Pacifies made in London some time ago 
at 84s.(;'!l03. , mail reports state that 
those sales and some made since •■ f 100a. 
(between 2,000 and 3.000 bales t- Id) 
were chiefly for account of a S;. : oi- 
cisco linn for whom purchases have been 
made within the past three or four days 
at the highest prices yet paid on the 
coast. 

Coates Brothers, Philadelphia, write 
that trade in woollens has continued 
quiet and prices have softened and are 
lower. Manufacturers contend that but 
about half of the woollen machinery of 
C. country is running. 

At the annual meeting of the share- 
holders of tho Halifax Cotton mill, the 
directors' report showed a profit for the 
year, after paving the running expenses, 
of $23,341. 

The report issued by tho Cotton asso- 
ciation stated t hat the prospects of the 
Egyptian cotton crop are more favorable. 
The number of cotton worms has de- 
creased. 

Premier Greenway of Manitoba, in 
answer to queries sent out regarding the 
amount of help necessary in the harvest 
tield, received replies: " YYe want 
men." Some districts are in need of 
hundreds, others fifties, and minor locali- 
ties 25. 

Wheat and corn are not turning out 
well in Nebraska, Kansas, Ohio, and 
Missouri. The result of the trashing of 
wli at is a disappointment. 

. lie Toronto Globe proposes to have a 
good trade understanding with the 
United States. It says: Let, our Govern- 
ment, through that of (beat Britain, go 
boldly to Washington and propose a 
settlement of all the issues in dispute 
upon a basis of closer trade relations. 

The Astorian gives the following state- 
ment of the salmon pack on the Colum- 
bia. The total is placed at 42!), 1100 cases, 
against 321, .300 eases last year. Tins 
year includes the pack of 23 canneries 
given in detail, varying from 1,500 to 
to 4.3,(100 cases.

MR. S11AUC1IXFSSVS ESTIMATE. 

Manitoba Will Export Twelve Million 
Bushels— Eoady to Handle it. 

Assistant President Shaughnessy, of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, in an inter- 
view in the Toronto Mail, referring to 
tho Northwest crops, said : "1 am glad 
to say that the prospects of a bounteous 
harvest this season are very good, far 
ahead of what tho prospects for last year 
were at this season of the year. Last 
year it was hoped that tho total yield 
"would he 12,000,000 bushels, but, owing 
to bad weather and other unpropitious 
circumstances it fell to between seven 
and eight million bushels. From tele- 
grams received this season, 1 should say 
the total yield will not be less than 17,- 
000,000 bushels, out of which at least 
12,000,000 bushels wdl be for export. 
The harvest this year will be reaped 
much earlier than last. In fact, in some 
of the southern portions of Manitoba it is 
even now being gathered. But it will be 
about the 14th or loth of the month 
before harvesting becomes general. This 
is, as you see, very early. Of course 
this largo expected harvest is very 
largely due to tho very line weather 
and the almost entire absence of 
frosts; hut there is another cause, and 
that is the increased area of land under 
cultivation. Farmers, who last year only 
had fifty or one hundred acres under 
cultivation had this year double that 
amount. Then again there have been a 
good many new settlors, so as the area 
increases it is only natural that the pro- 
duct should increase." 

" Have the Canadian Pacific railway 
sufficient motive power and cars to handle 
this large increase without delay ! " 

" Yes; the road was never in so good 
a position to handle this business as it is 
to-day, although, so far as 1 can remem- 
ber, we always handled it promptly." 

" Were there not some complaints some 
three years ago from farmers in the 
Northwest about being delayed for want 
of ears < " 

Yes, there were some complaints, but 
the fault was their own. They wanted to 
ship their entire orop almost at once, and, 
of course, no road could furnish cars 
quick enough for that. However, there 
is no danger of complaints this season, for 
wo are ready to take care of it just as 
soon as they are ready to ship it."

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 



A grout deal is said in those days about 
the strikers at Wellington. People in 
other parts of tho country are asked to 
sympathize with them and to aid them. 
Their late employers are represented as 
unreasonable and oppressive, and an 
effort is being made to convince tho pub- 
lic that the Wellington miners are suffer- 
ing as martyrs in a good cause. 

It may be well to enquire how far this 
is true, and whether or not the men who 
persuaded them to leave off work and ex- 
pose themselves aid their wives and 
children to the suffering and privation 
which wage-earners out of work must en- 
dure, consulted their true interests. 

The Wellington miners had constant 
employment at good wages. The average 
rate of Wages, the Times reporter was 
told by Mr, Bryden, was three dollars a 
day. Many men wore earning a great 
deal more than this. There is no 
complaint that the men were ill- 
Used in any way. No part 
of their earnings was taken from them as 
at the Springfield mines by arbitrary and 
unjust regulations, and they have not 
been required to buy goods tit the com- 
pany's store. They received till they 
earned and wore free to spend their 
earnings where they could get most value 
for their money. The sole complaint is 

and that has not been made formally — 

that some of tho bosses were arbitrary 
and overbearing in the exercise of their 
authority, but it does not appear that 
•hey inflicted serious injustice. Besides, 
the bosses have not been heard in their 
own defence. 

It would be thought that men who had 
steady work at good pay, and who were 
not unfairly or harshly treated, would 
not strike for a trille. What was their 
grievance i Why did they throw down 
their tools and bring upon themselves 
and their families suffering and sorrow. 
According to Mr. Thomas Keith, who not hj„g t( 
is not a Wellington miner, Dut h is n 
who appears to have had a 
good deal to do witli bringing 
about the strike at Wellington, the 
miners refused to work because their 
employers would not give their consent 
to tin; following terms : 

"Firs'.— To work eight hours from 
bank to bank. 

Second- - Recognition of their men as a 
Union. 

Third —And their committees be em- 
powered to investigate in all differences 
between employer and employees." 

The eight hour shift has obtained in 
Wellington for years, but the lime is 
counted from the hour in which they 
actually begin work until tho hour they 
leavo oil'. What the miners wanted was 
to have the day's work to begin when 
they were on the bank ready to go down 
into the mine, and to end when thoy 
were on tho bank again in tho evening. 

These conditions may be of importance 
to the miners, but the question is whether 
those whom the miners looked up to for 
guidance and advice wore warranted in 
urging them to strike if they were not 
concoeded. Thoy know, if the miners 
generally did not roalizu it, what a length- 
ened Btrike involves, and granting that 
tho raoti would bo benefited if they ob- 
tained what thoy wanted, was the goad 
to be gained of sufficient importance to 
justify so extreme a measure as a strike 
in order to obtain it? 

The men who brought about the strike 
incurred a very serious responsibility. 
Tho fate of men, women and children 
■woro to a very great extent in their 
hands. Did they count the cost ! Did 



thoy wait to calculate whether tho price 
which tho minors whom they peiBuaded 
to throw up thoir job, and the pay they 
wero receiving, was not too great for tho 
benefit they were likely to receive, oven 
supposing the struggle to bo successful? 
It h to bo obsorved that tho men who 
havo been most prominent in this 
business, Mr. Tully Boyce, Mr. 
Thomas Keith, Mr. Foster, do not 
themselves suffer on account of the strike. 
Thoy get their wages and enjoy their 
comfort. It is Wellington minors who 
are fighting tho battle of tho Union in 
this matter. It is they who are enduring 
tho sufferingand bearing tho loss. Is it fair to 
require thorn and thoir wives and children 
to bear the brunt of this struggle for tho 
Union ? For it is now allowed that it is 
thp Union's battle that they are fighting 
rather than their own. 

It is admitted in these days that a 
strike is only justifiable as a hist resort. 
The matter contended for should bo of 
great importance, and all means of ob- 
taining it by negotiation and conciliation 
should bo exhausted before a strike is 
resolved upon. Were these conditions 
met in this case ? Were the matters in- 
volved of such pressing importance to tho 
Wellington miners that the} could not 
afford to wait ; and had every friendly 
and conciliatory means of obtaining them 
been exhausted ? 

Wo think that reasonable and disinter- 
ested men, no matter to what class they 
may belong, will conclude that the con- 
cessions demanded were not worth a 
strike, and that tho men who are in the 
receipt of good pay, and win were in 
other respects fairly treated, were not 
justified, because the concessions wero 
denied, in incurring .ill tho evils conse- 
quent upon a strike. They will not, wo 
think, form a very high opinion of the 
men who,not sharing in tho sacrifices and 
the suffering of the strikers, urged them 
to stop work. If it had not been for 
their advice and their encouragement tho 
Wellington miners and their families 
would to day be in the enjoyment of all 
the comforts and the peace of mind which 
steady work and fair wagos give the 
workingman and those dependent upon 
him. We do not think that the position 
which these men occupy to-day is in any 
respect an enviable one. 

The mine-owners, it appears, consid- 
ered that the conditions submitted to 
them involved the question as to who 
should he the managers of the Welling- 
ton lniuf.v-the Union or its owners? This 
being their cGuyjetioti, they refused to 
concede the tonus d{Jcf)8Rdgd. By that 
refusal they did not deprive any W18W of a 
clay's work; or an hour's pay. Thoy may 
havo ucted unwisely, but they did not 
tako from any man in their employ any 
privilege he had up to that time enjoyed 
It is to bo presumed that they understood 
their own business, and it must be al 
lowed that they have a right to conduct 
their own affairs in tho manner they 
think best. The question, as they view 
it, is whether the Dunsmuirs or the 
Union should manage their mine ? and 
naturally they prefer that tho Dunsmuirs 
should be its directors. 



A WARNING. 

Tho sad and premature death of that 
gifted journalist and poet, John Boylo 
O'Reilly, should bo a warning to thoao 
who are in tho habit of administering to 
themselves dangerous drugs lo induce 
sleep or to alleviate pain. It is Bad to 
think of tho number of persons whoso 
lives have been cut short by an overdose 
of somo opiate or anodyne self-adminis- 
tered. The benefit to be derived from 
drugs of this kind is greatly overrated. 
Thoy do not cure disease, and tho rolief 
to bo obtained from thorn is frequently 
purchased at great cost to tho constitution. 
Medicines of this kind should never bo 
taken excopt by direction of a physician. 
The man or woman who takes them 
without medical advice runs tho risk 
of doing liimsolf or horsolf great injury, 
and in any case the patient should not 
prepare tho dose. Persons Buffering from 
a disordered nervous organization havo not 
always tho command over their minds or 
their muscles as to make it safe for them to 
handle dangerous drugs ; and it is persons 
of this kind who are prone to resort to 
them. If they must have them they 
should got some one whose head is clear 
and whoso nerves are steady to prepare 
tho dose. A moment's distraction or a 
sudden tromor may cause the dose in- 
tended to bo moderate to become deadly. 
Those who do not desire to commit sui- 
cide should always depute to others the 
task of administering dangerous medi- 
cines. When any one finds that the use 
of such medicines is with him becoming 
habitual, he should take tho alarm and 
discontinue them. Thoy produce an tin- 
natural condition of body, and do harm 
much more frequently than they d< 
good. Their habitual use is always de 
moralizing to body na well as to mind.

We havo waited patiently and with 
some curiosity to see if the editor of the 
News-Advertiser would make some ex- 
planation with respect to his impudent 
falsification of the telegram which the 
Minister of Militia sent to Mr. Gordon.

Instead of retiring to the 
back garden to weep, Vancouver's Peck- 
sniff withdraws into bis sanctum and 
there composes an article on the uu- 
kinuncss and graceler.snes3 of those 
whom he has been maligning and mis- 
representing. The hypocrisy and tho 
sanctimoniousness of the Vancouver or- 
gan of the Opposition is getting to be very 
amusing. Its rivals on the same sidu 
can stand its mendacity, for they think 
that lying on the right side is rather a 
virtue than a crime, and they smile at its 
exhibitions of hypocrisy, hut the phenom- 
enal conceit of its editor is more than 
they can stand. His inordinate self- 
esteem and his overweening egotism are 
even to them insufferable. Por our part, 
wo arc beginning to look upon him as a 
sort of psychological curiosity, and we arc 
curious to know what he will say or do 
next. His escapade .about t hat telegram 
and his refusal to confess his offence or 
to defend his act, show that his moral 
sense is altogether awry and that he be- 
lieves that his friends and admirers will 
condone any crime that ho may see tit to 
commit.

The Toronto Empire's article on the 
lacrosse matches lately played in Corn- 
wall, Ottawa and Montreal is headed 
"Brutal Lacrosse." Lacrosse is not 
necessarily a brutal game. On tho con- 
trary, it is a game requiring in those who 
phi}- it, skill, speed, pluck and endurance. 
Well played, it is a most interesting game 
to look ;it. The generalship displayed by 
the different teams, the way in which men 
on the same side play into each 
other's hands and the ingenuity exorcised 
to get possession of the ball and to send 
it along to tho opponent's goal require 
qualities that are very different, from 
brutal. Lacrosse only becomes brutal 
whon it is played by brutal men, men 
who are determined to win by all means, 
fair or foul, having a decided 
preference for the foul. These 
men use their Hticks not only 
to get the ball and to pass it along, but 
to disable their rivals, and they use their 
arms and thoir legs to inflict injury on 
the bodies of the men of the other team 
rather than for the legitimate object of 
the game. The Empire says : 

"At Cornwall Toronto's best home 
player was 'laid out' — that we understand 
is the technical term for tho effect of 
theso assaults- and at this day, a full 
month after the occurrence, is unable to 
put his foot to the ground. At Ottawa 
on Saturday one of the ultimately vic- 
torious players received a crack on tho 
head that necessitated tho intervention of 
the doctor. While at Montreal not only 
ivas one of the players severely pounded 
on the skull but a free light followed the 
close of the match. " 

It is to be regretted that the spectators 
in many instances encourage the players 
by thoir cries to commit acts of brutality 
The excitement at some of tho matches is 
intense and the language used by many 
of the spectators is most objectionable. 

There is a chivalry of play, the want of 
which k very apparent at many matches 
in Canada. The object of too many 
seems to be to win, no matter how. 
Many of (he players are not above re- 
sorting to dishonourable tricks and un- 
fair practices, and public '/pinion on the 
ground is often in favour of the unfair 
player. He is cheered, while bis victim 
is hooted. What the athletic associat ions 
should (hi most assiduously is to cultivate 
a spirit of honor among their members. 
To lose a game should bo regarded as a 
misfortune that may before long ho 
retrieved, but to win one by foul play 
and dishonorable devices should bo 
stigmatized as a disgrace. It should 
always lie remembered that men and 
boys engage in these games for the fun 
of playing them, and thatwinning or losing 
aro matters of no great consequence. 
Therefore to play fairly should be the 
main object of all. 

Lacrosse played as it ought. 1 1 ho 
played is a splendid pastimo ; but played 
as it is played too often in Eastern 
Canada, it is a game for hoodlums.

In the morning the visitors 
were provided with carriages and accom- 
panied by President Ward, Vice-President 
Hull, Mayor Grant, and various members of 
the aldermanio and commercial boards, 
a drive along the Gorge and Craigftower 
roads to Esquimalt was taken, a halt being 
mode ut that pretty spot, the Victoria 
Gardens. The naval dockyard, the dry 
dock, and the flagship were in turn visited. 
The party were introduced to Admiral 
Hotham and oliiccrs who warmly welcomed 
them and accorded them every courtesy. 
The inspection of the modern war vessel 
was a novel pleasure to the Omaha visitors, 
and they class it us the most interesting 
experience of their trip. After the lisqui- 
nialt "lions" had been fully inspected, 
carriages were once more taken and a return 
to Victoria was made. At three o'clock the 
party, visiting and local, together with 
several invited guests, assembled in the 
private dining room of the Poodle Dog, 
where mine host Marboeuf had prepared a 
line lunch. The table was soon surrounded 
by visitors and entertainers, whose appe- 
tites had been whetted by the invigorating 
sea air. Altogether thirty-four people were 
present, among them being U. S. Consul 
Myers, Hon. J. H. Turner, Thos. Jiurle, 
M.P., H. C. Bceton, ugent-general of 
British Columbia in England, the officers of 
the Board of Trade, and several aldermen. 
President Robt. Ward occupied the chair, 
on his right being C. L. Chaffee, president 
of tiie city council of Omaha, and on his left 
Consul Myers. Vice-President Hall and 
ex-Mayor Pell filled the vice chairs, it is 
almost needless to state that the repast was 
fully in keeping with the excellent charac- 
ter of the Poodle Dog, and was faultlessly 
served, the various viands being washed 
down with delicious wines. 

Dessert finished, and cigars lighted, the 
chairman first proposed "Our Queen," 
which was heartily responded to. The next 
was that of " The President of the United 
States," which was also enthusiastically re- 
ceived. In proposing the toast, Mayor 
Grant referred to the fact that that toast at 
all banquets in this city was proposed im- 
mediately after that of the Queen, and was 
always well received. He spoke in a happy 
manner of the pleasant relations which bud 
ever existed between this side and our 
American cousins. 

Consul Myers, in reply, said th.it this 
meeting, though small, was a significant 
one, and was an impossibility a short time 
ago. Nowadays we were being whirled 
along at a rapid rate. This was shown 
from the fact that Omaha in 18S0 bail but 
31,000 people, while in ISilO it pos- 
sessed 117,000 inhabitants. Railroads had 
furnished communication, so that it was 
possible for this party who were u week 
ago in Omaha, '2,000 miles away, to be ban- 
queting here in Victoria to-day, They bad 
visited the war-ships that day, but they 
were intended for use against outside bar- 
barians. Jt was through the Anglo-Saxon 
race that the dark races of the earth were 
to be civilized. He thanked them tor the 
kind reception of the toast to the President 
of the United States. 

The chairman in proposing the toast of 
the "Omaha visitors," referred to the phe- 
nomenal growth of the Nebraskan city. 
They were of the same Anglo-Suxon race as 
ourselves, and we were through steamboat 
and rail in daily communication with them 
— in fact, we were almost as much Ameri- 
cana as British Columbians. It was his 
hope that we would become better ac- 
quainted in trade relations. In British 
Columbia they had many raw products 
which n ight be exchanged with profit to 
both. (Hear.) Both countries bad com- 
mon interests, which might be cemented 
through better trade arrangements with the 
United States. The informal reception 
given their guests would have been better 
had they been sooner informed of their vis- 
itors' coining ; but be trusted that this 
would not be their last visit ami when 
they came Dgain they would be tendered a 
more worthy greeting. 

The toast was received with enthusiastic 
cheers and the singing of "For They Are 
Jolly Cood Fellows." 

In reply, Mr. 1). H. Wheeler, president 
of the Omaha board, returned thanks for 
the cordial, hearty and brotherly welcome 
that had been accorded them. It had been 
unexpected, and therefore was the more 
"hey had uot anticipated 
isiting the Queen's dominions when they 
left home, but had intended to confine

Mr. Ii, P. Davis, in proposing "The La- 
dies," referred to the reception which h id 
been accorded here lo the Omaha parly, the 
incidents in connection with which would 
remain among tho pleasautest of his ex- 
periences.

Mayor Grant, in reply, said in this part 
of the world, like Nebraska, progress bad 



dated from the time when railways were 
projected and constructed.

FIRE AND ACCIDENT. 

A Fire Engine Runs Into a Ditch and L'ets

About nine o'clock last night a fire broke 
out in the drying room of Gray's sash and 
door factory ut tlio corner of Chutbani and 
Government streets.

P. it,, Vancouver, 
arrived in town last evening, having jimfc 
returned from a trip to the Koutenay 
district,. Their journey, like that of all 
railway men, was not one of pleasure, 
-md therefore thoy saw and took note of 
everything of a practical nature. Par- 
ticularly impressed wore they with the 
appearance of thrift and prosperity 
observable in Nelson, which results from 
the enterprise of the people there. The 
mines in the vicinity are being worked 
by large forces of men. The Hot Springs 
and Hendry x camps will bo shortly pro- 
ducing large outputs of mineral, the 
Hendry X having already 500 tons of ore 
on the dump and LOO tons oil the wharf 
ready for shipment 

Leaving Nelson, the two railroad 
officials took the train to Sprout's 
Landing, and in addition to being able to 
see the lino over which the Columbia and 
Kootenay railway is being constructed, 
they were treated to a feast of charming 
and sublime sceriory. After a trip of 
much pleasure, in the course of which 
a creat deal of valuable information was 
gleaned, they came back by the Columbia 
to Revelstoke and on to Victoria. 

They both say that there is no doubt 
that, the Columbia and Kootenay railway 
will be completed tlus Fall, at least so 
far as to enable the mine owners near 
Nelson to get. probably 2,000 tons of ore 
to Revelstoke before navigation closes. 
The ores are there in abundance, ranging 
from about $55 a ton in value to 8250, 
and even higher. They sljould be car- 
ried from Nelson to Revelstoke at from 
§5 to §8 a ton, and as the financial suc- 
cess of both the railway and the smelter 
at Revelstoke depends upon the miners 
being able to get their ores to market at 
a moderate cost, it may be taken as an 
assured fact, that the freight will be lixed 
at a reasonable figure. With the road 
from the Toad Mountain country in good 
order it should be certainly possible to 
haul the ore over the 10 miles to Nelson, 
freight it to Revelstoke, and dispose of it 
to the smelter at such a price as will 
yield the owners a good profit. Anyone 
•who remembers the difficulties under 
■which comparatively low grade ores were 
delved by the miners of the district 
around Black Hawk, Colorado, and sold 
to the Hill works there from 1874 to 
1S7!», "'ill feel confident that lead ores 
ranging about §55 a ton, can be treated 
ar Revelstoke at the present day with 
the transportation facilities that will be I 
available, and the improved methods 
of treatment,* at a good profit 'to I 
the miners. Doubtless, concentrators 
will be erected at suitable loculi- ; 
ties, to treat the lower grades, so as very 
materially to reduce the bulk to be trans- 1 
ported, and thereby greatly to decrease 
the freight charges. With energy on the 
part of the merchants of British Colum- 
bia, and a hearty co-operation with both 
them and the miners on the part of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company, with 
whom the Provincial government has 
dealt very liberally, there cannot be a 
doubt that every section of the province 
will receive a stimulus from the opera- 
tions of the mining companies in the 
Kootenay district. The effects of two or 
three great producing mines on the gen- 
eral trade of a -country can scarcely be I 
realized by those who have not had any 
knowledge of the great milling centres. 
One of the most important matters thai 
can come before the legislature will be i 
the consideration of the amendment of | 
tllo present antiquated mining laws so as I 
to put them on a basis necessary to meet 
the requirements of the country.

An 11- Vein- Old Hoy the Victim of a Father's 
fiendish Cruelly. 

St. Louis, Aug. 10. —For some time 
past the neighbors of Julius School], of 
2915 South Broadway, have been discus- 
sing with horror the tales of barbarous 
cruelty practiced by the man upon his 11- 
year-old son Prod.

Strange stories of how 
the boy's plight was discovered, his 
outcries first convincing the neigh- 
bors that the house was haunted, 
and the boy's strange continued 
absence finally enlightening them 
as tu the cause of the sounds, were freely 
bandied about, and finally came to the 
ears of the police officers of the second 
district, who reported the matter to Cap- 
tain Euobler. Special Officers O'Con- 
nors and Schroeder, who bad been de- 
tailed to investigate the matter, made a 
report to Captain Huehlor yesterday of 
what they had learned, and when the re 
port was read by Chief Uarrigan, tn 
whom it had been forwarded, he imme- 
diately instructed Captain lluebler to 
swear out a warrant against the man to- 
day. The special officer had interviewed 
neighbors, among them a Mrs. Schammer 
and a Mrs. Geist, living n ixt door, and 
had received from them statements to the 
effect that Schnell had kept, his sou 
chained down for a weelc, an I also se- 
cured an admission from the man's wife, 
that the story was true, oxcopt that he 
had been kept chained up but two days.

There are at least, twenty students at Bos 
ton University who are securing a eollogi 
education in a largo city and at the same 
time enjoying all tho advantages of a dormi- 
tory life. 

These aro to'be fouud at 37 and 30 Holyolte 
street. They aro known collectively as 
Lambda charge of Thota Delta Chi, and eu 
joy tho distlnclon of btiing tho only college 
fraternity having a club-house in Boston 
The house is headquarters for brethren from 
other colleges who happen in the city. 

There is no green-eyed monster of female 
shape there to rake in tho shekels on mys- 
terious delicacies. The boys live on tho best 
»f the market, and it is not an expensive rate, 
either. In their unique plan a commissary is 
appointed who makes the purchases and at- 
tends to all the necessities of tho dining-room, 
in return for which he is exempt from board 
bill. 

The actual expense of tho week is added up 
at iho end of each week and apportioned 
equally among the feeders. Thus they are 
free from all the disagreeable ingredients 
that go to make up a boarding- house meal. 
Tho chef is not exactly French, but "'near 
it." 

Iu short, they have "all the comforts of 
homo," "an' they gits it 'alf price." 

Accommodations equal to those at tho club 
would cost the avorage student at least $8 per 
week. It. is estimated that $5 per week would 
cover Jill expenses of room and board, the 
board averaging something like $2.50 each 
week. 

The accommodations of the house are muelj 
too small now, after a three years' trial of the 
club, and next Kail the students will be loca- 
ted iu more commodious quarters nearer the 
college. 

There is also some talk of uniting with the 
ten "Tech" students, who are soon to lie in- 
stituted as a chapter of the fraternity, so that 
plans may be made for a larger club-house 
that shall accommodate at least fifty.

Ouo would suppose j 
that the numberless primary batteries which 
have been brought forward, tested and failed 
would be a useful lesson to tho long-suffering 
public, but there seems to be no limit to tin 
patience of that much-enduring body, or ol 
tho protean tunas that tho primary battery 
scheme can assume. We refrain from calling 
attention to the peculiarly chimerical sample 
which has inspired this comment, hut merely 
suggest that a primary battery for electric 
lighting is a peculiarly expensive luxury—

drowned. For such implicit faith and obedi 
enco a man loves ahorse, preserves ever fresh 
his memory, and would like to (Meet a inouu 
ment over his ]>oor bones.

ting, but an absoluto determination on tho 
part of the rider to make a horso obedient 
without loss of temper on the man's part ac 
complish what whip or spur never will. 

APretty and Mysterious Passenger. 

There is a passenger on tho trains between 
"Wilmington and Philadelphia whoso eccentric 
conduct is beginning to cause the conductors 
to wonder who she is and what her business 
may be. She is quite a handsome young per- 
son, certainly not moro than 25 years of age, 
well dressed and perfectly proper in her de 
meanor. For tho past six or seven months 
she has come to the city four or five times a 
week, usually on tho Pennsylvania Railroad, 
but occasionally on tho Baltimore and Ohio.

Mr. DeCosnios' Terms For a City Mar- 
ket Property— Street Commit- 
tee's Impeeuniosity. 

The latest fad of the City Council is 
"special " meetings. The first experiment 
w as a failure, tor when the council met it 
was only to adjourn, for it, was found that 
the most important, if not all, of the work 
which they had assembled to transact had 
been referred to the several committees in- 
terested. Last night, about the middle of the 
session, the new fit took bold of the board 
and it wns decided to hold a special meet- 
ing Monday night to dispose of the accumu- 
lation of business. This was made a peg on 
which was hung every question that came 
up during the evening. The sewerage by- 
law was brought up nnd, through some 
clerical omission, it was found that certain 
calculations that should have been made 
were not mode, and of course the matter 
was deferred. This put Aid. Harrison into 
u state of warm indignation, and in hitingly 
sarcastic tonus ho asked if it would not 
be better to give this important matter full 
and timely consideration, bringing it up, 
say, nest ,lnly. The alderman left the 
chamber in high dudgeon, and several other 
important matters were afterwards deferred.

From the solicitor of the Travellers' As- 
sociation re. amendment to revenue by- 
law, asking if the Council would see fit to 
exempt the law us regards commercial 
travellers. 

Aid. Wilson advised that the correspon- 
dent be notified that the Council intend to 
enforce the law, 

Aid. Vigeliua seconded such a proposition 
as being reasonable, in view of the fact that, 
the travellers * had brought this state of 
things upon themselves. 

The question was referred to the Finance 
committee. 

From Joseph Clearihue— asking for water 
service to his property on the Cadboro buy 
road. Referred to committee.

Aid. Holland pointed out that, as that 
corner of the city treasury specially set 
apart, for the uses of the street, committee 
was empty, it was impossible to grant the 
request.

Traffic Arrangements From Portland to the 
Sound Over Northern Taclfic. 

Taooma, Aug. lg.— The discontinuance of 
the Union Pacific's line of steamers between 
Portland and Sound ports, which has been 
contemplated for some timo, has been de- 
finitely determined upon, E. B. lillis, tho 
company's agent here, having just received 
notice to that effect. The decision is 
thought to have been hastened somewhat 
by the recent strike of seamen on the char- 
tered vessels. The steamers Michigan and 
Cosmupolis will be taken off the route en- 
tirely and returned to their owners, but the 
Lakine will be kept on the run from Port- 
land to lji itiah Columbia points. She will 
not come to the Sound except for fuel and 
with special consignments of freight. The 
company has concluded a traffic arrange- 
ment with the Northern Pacific by which 
through business will be handled by rail.
